/<jyj it is expedient to make provision for the Preamble. 
(jKSi better prevention of Crime being committed by persons 
Insane in Ireland; m it therefore (finacttB, by The QUEEN’S 
most Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent of 
, the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in tins present . 

Parliament assembled, and by the Authority of the same, THAT 
if any person shall be discovered and apprehended in Ireland under 
circumstances denoting a derangement of mind, and a purpose of com- 
mitting some crime, for which, if committed, such person would he 
10 liable to be indicted, it shall be lawful for any Turn Justices of the 
Peace of the county, county of a city, county of a town, or town 
and liberties, before whom such person may be brought, to call to 
their assistance a Physician, Surgeon or Apothecary, and if, upon 
view and examination of the said person so apprehended, or from 
15 other proof, the said Justices shall be satisfied that such person is 
insane, ora dangerous Idiot, the said Justices shall issue a warrant 
for committing such person as a dangerous Lunatic or Idiot, and shall 
cause such person to be conveyed and placed in the District unatic 
Asylum, established either wholly or in part for such county,

person shall not be discharged therefrom except by the order of Tax

And be it Enacted, That the reasonable charges of such examina- 5 
tion, and of the removal of such persons to such Asylum, shall here- 
paid to the person defraying the same by the Treasurer of the county, 
county of a city, or county of a town in Ireland, in which such person 
shall have been apprehended, the amount thereof being previously as- 
certained by an account thereof, verified on oath before Two Justices i c 
of the Peace of such county, and allowed and signed by them; and 
every such Treasurer shall have credit for such payment in his ac- 
counts, and shall lay the said accounts, with the allowance of the same 
so sio-ned as aforesaid, before the Grand Juries of the respective counties 
at the Assizes or Presenting Term next after payment thereof, or at 15 
any subsequent Assizes or Presenting Term ; and it shall be lawful 
for such Grand Juries, and they are hereby respectively required, to 
present a sum equal to the amount of such expenses, to be raised from 
the county at large, for the purpose of reimbursing such Treasurers, 
without any previous application to the Presentment Sessions. 20

Lunatic c ians or Surgeons that such person is insane, it shall be lawful for the 
Lord Lieutenant, or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland, to 
direct, by warrant under his hand, that such person be removed to such 
County or District Lunatic Asylum, as lie or they may think proper 
and appoint ; and every such person so removed shall remain under 30 
confinement in every such Asylum to which suchjperson may be re- 
moved, until it shall be duly certified to the Lord Lieutenant, or 
other Chief governor or Governors of Ireland, by Two Physicians or 
Surgeons, that such person has become of sound mind ; whereupon

tinued in custody, to issue his or their warrant to the keeper or other 
person having the care of any such Asylum, directing that such 
person be removed back from thence to the prison or other place 0 
confinement from which he shall have been taken, or, if the peiiod of 4 - 
imprisonment or custody of such person shall have expired, that he 
shall be discharged.

5 is an Idiot, it shall be lawful for such Lord Lieutenant, or other Lunatic 
Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland, if he or they shall think 
fit, by warrant, under his or their hand or hands, to order that such 
person shall be transmitted to the Lunatic Asylum, established wholly 
or in part for the county, county of a city, or county of a town, in 
io which such person shall be in custody, and such person shall be 
detained in such Asylum, unless in the meantime admitted to bail 
by some legal authority, until the Assizes, Sessions or Commission, 
at which such person should be brought to trial or indicted according 
to the due course of law, and that such person shall then be re- 
15 mitted to the custody of the keeper or governor of the gaol, or 
other person, in whose custody such person should be under the 
terms of the original committal, in order to his or her being indicted 
and tried for such offence, or otherwise disposed of according to law : 

Provided always, That every such person, while so detained in such 
20 Lunatic Asylum, shall have the same liberty and privilege of seeing 
his or her friends and legal advisers, at all reasonable times, which 
they would have had in the gaol or other prison from which they 
may have been removed.
